Prospect of a Big Deficiency Mill— 
How the Ketremchment Process 
Workse 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicace Tribune. 
Wasurneton, D. C., Oct. 8.—li is becoming 

painfully apparent that there willbe a Deficiency 
bill of extraordinarily large proportions to pre- 
sent to Congress at the approaching session. 
The precise amount of the sum to be asked for 
to remedy the miscalculations of last spring 
caunot, of course, be definitely ascertained, but 
it seems quite certain that it cannot fall much 
below $3,000,000, while it seems aitogocher 
probable that. it will reach $5,000,000. The 
various departments are already running 
ashore, and in some cases are running 
in debt, trusting to Congress to help 
them out wext winter. The Postmaster- 
General finds his approriations entirely too 
smell for the demands upon him, and will doubt- 
less by the lst of December be in debt to tho 
railroad companies alone to the tune of a mi!l- 
ion ora miilion anda half. Similar instances 
are afforded in other departments. Congress 
made @ great display of eifort im the way of re- 
trenchment and ecopomy last winter, but it was 
practiced entirely in the way of cutiing aod 
paring down department estimates. ‘To carry 
out these retrenchments, ostensibly, a number 
of clerks have been discharged duiing the 
summer. Whether all that could be spared 
have been dropped is not clear, There are govd 
reasons for believing that many more cowd go 
without impairing the efticiency of the Civil Ser- 
vice, unless the consequent relaxation of the 
dignity of department oificials would have that 
effect, Be that asit may, the country may rest 
assured that the greatest possible publicity was 
given to every dismissal, and that each instance 
lost none of its due effect. “Business to-day 1s 
transacted with the usual ease and rapidity, 
while the ofticials are complaining that the re- 
ductigns heave been too extensive, and have 
done harm. The fact that they are already 
beginning to exceed their appropriations, or are 
goimg into debt, does not iudicate in all cases re- 
duced appropriations, or that they have not 
made the corresponding necessary and practica- 
ble contraction in expenditures, but in mauy 
cases it indicates uothing less. A point to bear 
1n mind is, that the.retrenchment of last winter 
was in the way of Saving at the spigot of neces- 
sary expenditures, while the leak at the bung, 
the pouring forth ef money for jobs 
of small degree, was checked very slightly. 
Instead of saving tas $090,000 given 
to Cowles & Brega, for the use 
of their humbug process to keep ‘moths out of 
army clothing, which is one of the most notorious 
swindies ever known in Washington, Congress 
made necessary the discharge of a few ejerks in 
thee Departments, when it was practically to 
keep the $50,000 and discharge the clerks too. 
No effort was made to prevent the siealing and 
eribbing tothe amount of millions under the 
eulse of appropriations for the uaprovement of 
rivers and harbors,and various other objects, buly 
a great hullaballoo was madeoverthe apparent 
reductions in the amount appropriated to 
keep the Government machinery in operation. 
[he officials bere who have failed to carry out 
their proportion of this sort of economy have 
been as nonchalant in their disregard of Con- 
gressional action as though they bad private as- 
surances that their excess of expenditure would 
be mace good next winter.

ODELL, 1ll., Oct. 8.—Our town bas a new sen- 
sation in the shape of a wel! m flames. Yester- 
day, as J, and W. Hosack were. being for waier 
on their farm,. about 4 miles south of town, with 
a 5-inch auger, at the depth of 80 feet they 
struck a vein of water that spouted 200 feet in 
ihe air, throwing out gravel the size of a hen’s 
egg. The ground foradistance of 600 feet 
trom the weil! soon became covered with a dove- 
colored sand to the depth of one inch. 
Sonfe time during the night the water 
ceased flowing, aud, on measuring this morning, 
it was found to have lilled up about 20 feet at 
the bottom with quicksand, there still being 30 
feet of water in the hole, and a kind of gas was 
issuing from the top. One of -the party lit a 
match, wheo, instantly, a strcak of flame 20 feet 
high leaped into the air with aroar like that of 
acity in flames. The hole, which in the be- 
ginning was but 5 inches m diameter, has 
increased to 12, with the volume of flame 
steadily increasing. It is situated = on 
the open prairie, and can be seen for miles. It 
has been visited by hundreds to-day, who gaze 
awe-struck upon this weird and wonderful scene. 
Whether some reservoir of petroleum lies deep 
buried beneath, or some other causes have pro- 
duced this strange phenomenon, we know not, 
bat can only gaze with wonder and speculate on 
the hidden forces of Nature that bid defiance to

THE CROPS. 

Cotumevs, 0. Oct. 8.—Gentlemen engaged 
in agriculture who have been traveling in Cen- 
tral, Western, Southwestern, and Northern Ohio, 
make more favorable reports on the crops than 
have been seut out by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment.

ROUTINE. 

The Committee on Roofing submitted its re- 
pert, recommending various patents of fire- 
proof roofs. The report was accepted and action 
deferred until next meeting. 

The Committee on Electric Fire-Alarms sub- 
mitted its report, recommending a reduction of 
5 cents on buildings having this improvement. 
The report was adopted. 

The Committee on Chipley’s iron shutter and 
fire-escape presented its report, recommend- 
ing a reduction of 10 cents on such buildings 
provided with this shutter and escape. Tho re- 
port was accepted and approved. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

The resi gnations of W. H. Cunningham & Co., 
E. Kk. Rvan & Co., Leon Frank, and the Traders’ 
Insurance Company as members of the local 
Board of Underwriters were received and ac- 
cepted. A communication from the Board of 
Public Works was received, in which it is an- 
nounced that they have ordered the removal of 
all obstructions at street ends in the lumber dis- 
tricta, and that they would rigidly insist on the 
rémoval of such obstructions without fear or 
favor. 

A letter was received from the Secretary of 
the National Board authorizing the local Board 
to pay the expense for an extra fire patrol up to 
Oct. 1. 

The Secretary of the National Board also sent 
a letter informing this board of the action taken 
by the Executsve Committee in recommending 
the withdrawal of the National Board companies 
trom this city. Both letters were placed on file. 

Letters from various parties were read recom- 
mending ditferent styles of fire-proof buildings, 
corrugated irou roofs, etc., all of which were re- 
ceived aud placed on file. 

FIRE PATROL. 

The report of the Fire Patrol Committee was 
ordered to be printed without being read. The 
report states thatthe expenses of the Fire Patrol 
in this city, for the year endmg Sept. 30, 
amounted to #20,501.57, of which $2,582.64 were 
expended for twenty extra fire-patroimen, em- 
ployed since the fire of July 14. The expenses 
of the last year are much larger than those of 
the previous one, which is mainly due 
to the fire of July 14 and numerous 
lmprovements made during the year. Chief 
amoung these improvements and extra expenses 
were: Kieciric fire-indicator at the Pire-Patrol 
Building on Franklin street, #550; tarpaulin,

WEAK SISTERS. 

Since the withdrawal of the National Board 
companies this city has been rapidly filling u 
with | 

WEAK COMPANIES, 

who think that they have now a good chance to 
reap a rich harvest and fill their depleted treas- 
uries. A number of companies have lately es- 
tablished agencies here that are unable to com- 
ply with the law, which requires that a company 
doing business in this city must have a capital 
of $150,000, and none of these concerns are re- 
ported in the Insurance Almanac as having over 
¥ 100,000. 

There was an ingurance firm established on 
LaSalle street a few days ago, which representa 
the following companies : 

Commercial lusurance Compeay, of Charles- 
town, W.V.; Union Insurance Company, of New 
Jersey; Federal City Insurance Company, of 
Allegheny, Pa. ; Miueral Mountain Insurance 
Company, of West Virginia, and the Nail City, of 
West Virginia. All these companies are report- 
ed as having a capitalof only $109,000, tmciud- 
ing notes. They have, however, issued state- 
ments for use in this City, which “show them to 
have the required capital. The following siate-

By this statement it can plainiv be seen that 
the Company has hardiy any capital at all. 
Should any one ask tosee the money deposited 
in the bank, the officers would probably say that 
it was there at the time the statement was made, 
but had since been drawnout. The cashin hands 
of agents may never be collected. ‘he bonuson 
bonds, mortgages, efc., are mostiy, in such 
cases, On property almost worthless, but which 
had been estimated at immense values, But this 
is Only one example; there are hundreds of 
others which do busimess in the same way. 

THE UNION, OF JERSEY CITY, 
also represented by the above-named firm, has 
recently been closed up by Secretary Kelsey, of 
New Jeasey. The Spectator says : 

It was a fraud of the baldest kind. Charles Selden was 
President, and 8, C. Hadley Secretary. The examinua- 
tion by Mr. Keisey showed that among the assets was a 
bond and mortgage on 50,000 acres of wild lands in 
Boone County, West Virginia, for one-half of which it 
was discovered that Selden paid $3,000. The consid- 
eration given was five notes of $10,060 each by H. H, 
Jones, Theodore L. Payne, Edmund C. Fisher (for- 
merly President of the Anchor Life swindle), H. H, 
lHiadley, of New York, and Charles Selden. The deed 
was executed to J. T, Sanker, Cashier of the 
New York Loan and Indemnity Company, Nov. 
10, 1873, and transferred to the Union, Nov. 12, 1873 

This Company was, up to last week, represent- 
ed by areputable agent in this city, and has 
done large business here. Several of tie policy- 
holders have been burned cut in the late fire, 
and they are inquiring why they canuoi get their 
policies paid. A gentleman named Scaroeder, 
living at No. 985 State street, was burned out in 
the tire of July 14. He presented the policy he 
held in the Company to the agent for payment, 
but was told that he could not receive his money 
unless he reinsured in the Company. He did so, 
anid paid $35. When he presented his policy 
avain he was toid he could get no money because 
he had used such rough janguage towards the 
agent. Of course he wili get no money, not be- 
cause he has used rough language, but becanse 
the Company is not abie to pay 10 cents on the 
dollar. 

THE TRADE INSURANCE COMPANY, 
of New Jersey, which also does a large bnsiness 
in this city, is represented by the Spectator as 
follows: 

The Trade, of Camden, is making an effort to get 
into other States. Its assets are of a very inferior 
quality. Its statement of Dec. 31, 1873, was bad. It 
was impaired $1,152, and in its assets even then were 
included $28,152 of bills receivable, taken for risks,

PRESS COMMENTS. 


THE HARTFORD TIMES, 
representing x city devoted to the insurance 
business, says: 

The question at issue lies ina nutshell : Will Chicago 
take reasoLabie precautions to protect herself from 
the ravages of fire? This is all the insurance interest 
asks, and notbing less should beaccepted, The insur- 
ance companies cannot afford to recede from their 
position, and Chicago cannot surely afford to stand 
oat in a matter so vitally important. The merchants 
who *‘ calmly view the situation, believing the compa- 
nies will all return before their policies again expire,” 
should be made to understand that the insurance com- 
panies are in earnest, Having marked out their course 
they cannoi with safety turn back, Their demands 
are reasonable, and will undoubtedly be comphed 
with. 

We are told that all the Western and Southwestern 
insurance companies will continue to take risks im 
Chicago, and none but companies from New York, 
Boston, and Hartford have thus far given notice of 
withdrawal, In other words, none but the sterling 
companies of the country have withdrawn—compa- 
nies like the Attna, of this city, whose losses in the 
great fire footed four millions of dollars, every cent of 
which wag promptiy paid, Thereisno doubt that 
Chicago can get all the insurance she wants in compa- 
nies she don’t, Her merchants are much too sharp- 
witted, after what ihey have gone through, to feel safe 
in insuring their property in wildcat concerns that 
h#ve no back-bone, and, to use the words of a Hart- 
ford correspondent of THe TRIBUNE, *“ the ghost of 
which could not be found after an ordinary Cuicago 
fire,”

This paper, one of the leading insurance pub- 
lications of New York. speaks as follows of the 
action of the National Board of Underwriters : 

The action of the National Board Companies on the 
24th of July last, in putting forth their six require- 
ments as conditions precedent to their continuance in 
the business of fire-insurance in tle City of Chicago, 
seems at last to have aroused its citizens from their 
lethargy and blind indifierence to the welfare of their 
city, aud brought them to a partial recognition of the 
fact that they are themse)ves to assume on and after 
the Ist day of October, the perils and dangers which 
are now driving one hundred millions of insurance 
capital from their doors, ‘This is indeed za crisis in the 
history of that epiendid illustration of American energy 
apd courage which called Chicagofrom her ashes, 
second oniy to that terrible calamity which three years 
siuce evuked the sympathy and contributions of the 
civilized world. The same unseen energies of de- 
struction now as then threaten ule safety of the city; 
and only await their opportunity to spring forth into 
renewed activity in the mi@st of a jarge proportion of 
the town. Tothese warnings and requirements of 
the companies, the city authorities have thus tar given 
little or no consideration. They have {failed 

show even any purpose to comply with 
moderate and just demands of camtal 
a reasonable protection at their hands, 
The press, with perhaps a single exception, instead, 
of calm discyuseion and a just appreciation of the 
true interests of Coicago, bas indulged almost daily in 
a tirade of abuse that would disgrace the lowest haunis 
of crime in that ill.governed city. Its course since 
the 24th of July has been unworthy the name of 
journalism, and,if its daily effusions correctly repre- 
rent the public opinion of Chicago, we do not hesitate 
to say that the companies are not onlv justified in dis- 
continuing business, but that their own safety, if not 
existence, imperatively demands the cancellation of tho 
protection already in the bands of its citizens. We do 
not, and cannot, believe that such is the senti- 
ment and opinion of the property-Loiders aud busi- 
ness men of Chicago. 

In fact, we know that a large body of men, emi- 
nently reepectable and worthy of confidence, have 
become fully awake to the dangers that duily 
threaten them, and have been the sole means 
of accamplishing what little has been done in 
the way of reform. But in saying this we are mind- 
ful of the fact that, as a whoie, the people do not 
understand the purpose and motives of the Companies 
or the commanding importance of these demands as 
related to the life and vitality of their city, They seem 
to be laboring under the fatal delusion that the Com- 
panies are not in earnest, and that their action, as to 
their future relations to Chicago, will not be in accord- 
2uce with the dictates of their own judgment expressed 
in the light of past experience, 

It would be difficult to explain the pledge of the 
Companies to withdraw on any otber basis than 
that of an honest purpose to retire, as a matter of 
safety to both capital and reputation, How do we find 
the case a8 it influenced the companies in coming to 
the determination to withdraw unless their reasonable 
requirements were complied with ? 

We find a city which, three years since, had been 
visited with a conflagration uneqauled in the history 
of mankind, rebuflt on the same site and exposed to 
the same blasts of the prairie which had fanned the 
flames of 1871 into uncontrollable fury, without re- 
gard tothe experience of the past or the warnings of 
the underwriter; substance sacrificed to show, ut#ity 
to beauty, und safety to a most insane architecture: 
The etyle of architecture, though pleasing to 
the eve of taste, is, in our judgment, 
wholly out of place when used for the workshops’ of 
mechanics and the warehouses of merchants. Thé 
invitation to fire in such structures is too apparent 
to require argument. Immediately following the 
great conflagration frame structures rose as if by 
magic in the burnt district, notwithstanding the pro- 
tests of the underwriters of the country and the best 
men of Chicago, The jaw regulating the erection of 
buiktings, defective as it was admitted to be, was not 
enforced, and 3 new belt of combustibles was inter- 
laced between portions of the rebuilt district, 
The supply of water was notoriously inade- 
quate to the normal wants of the Fire 
Department, to say nothing of the demands of a great 
conflagration. Noincrease in the size of pipes was 
obtained.

Here they remained, 
transacting @ large “nd prosperous bnainess, 
nutil their new ‘building on Michigan 
avenue was completed, when they removed 
ne 'rly opposite to their o'd site. 

Dur.ng the period of their business transac- 
tiona, the busiuese has shown @ must decided in- 
crease from year to vear, but the ratio of in- 
crease Las been greater since than preceding the 
fire. 

lheir trade extends throughout the Western 
Sta.es aud Territories, and, even to-day, ther are 
shipping goods to Caliioruia and New Mezico. 
The business arraygemenis of this house are 
very e®yetematic, it having several distiuct de- 
pactments. each under a general mauager. who 
nas complete charge, Asa special feature, how- 
ever, of tuis conceru, may be meniiwned that of 
tobacco. This interest is dixtinct from the 
others, and was adied to the ousiacss of the 
firm in the year lsu9.

with poisonous coloring matter, chemicals, and 
such other ingredients as are detrimental to the 
health. And among the many confectioners, 
who have anexcellent reputation in ali their 
dealings, no one house could be better chosen 
for an example than that of Brooks & Netmes, 
located at Nos. 28 and 30 Michigan avenue. This 
firm has been in existence some sixteen years, 


under the name of C. W. Sanford, but was suc- | 


ceeded, however, by the present firm in January 
1871, and located at 38 Landolpn stroot, 
where they remaived until that eventful 
period just three years ago, when, like 
many others, the accumuiations of years were 
swept away; but, baving been successful in all 
their business transactions for so long a period, 
they met their obligations promptly, and, quick- 
ly rallying, they reorganized at Nos. 25, 20, and 
“7 Peoria strect, near Lake, where they were in 
full running order by the 25th of November {ol- 
lowing.

Sticks (that is 
what we were accustomed to term them when 
boys), drops, and tie more common grades of 
pandy, are manufactured on the second floor. 

The main, or store floor proper, is set apart for 

king, shipping, eic., and also on this fioor are 

eir fine and extensive office and sample-room. 
The basement, which is level with the ground at 
the rear, is mainly the place wheré ail goods and 
materials are received which are to be employed 
in this extensive business; and just here it is 
quite appropriate to mention that this house 
alove consumes over 15,090 barrels of sugar per 
annum.

Yesterday there appeared in this paper a no- 
tice for a Republican meeting in the Tenth 
Ward, which had been received in an oflicial 
envelope of the Chicago Post-Office, and marked 
‘Official business.” That this was an irregu- 
larity of the clerk who had used the envelope we 
have no doubt, nor do we qvestion that it was 
done without the knowledge and consent of Gen. 

The Postmaster has a strict regula- 
tion probibiting the use of any Governmen: 
stationery by any person in the office on any- 
thing but strictly oilicial -business, and this use 
of the official enveiope, however careless on tha 
part of the clerk, was utterly in violation of this 
well-established, rigidly-enforced regulation..- 
The act was aiso a violation of law, and of the 
regulations of the General Post-Ojlice Depart- 
ment, andthe Postmaster could not, even if so 
disposed, consent to or permit such an illegal 
proceeding. He has taken steps to prevent the 
repetition of any such offense hereafter. In 
calling attention to the act of the clerk, we had 
no purpose to make any case of delinquency 
against him; we thought the Postmaster ought 
to be made aware of the abuse.

Like 
the national debt, it was one of the costly conse- 
quences of the War. It is true that the present 
extraordinary condition of affairs in the South- 
ern States is due directly to emancipation and 
the politica! entranchisement of the blacks; but, 
as these were inevitable results of the War, so 
they are now irrevocable, and ail that is left for 
the nation to do is to mitigate the evil as far as 
possible, 

Out of the political equality of a race so 
ignorant as the mass of the former slaves; there 
have grown many gross abuses, and these have 
been maiuly instigated by the class known as 
carpet-baygers. These carpet-baggers them- 
selves are another natural consequence of the 
War. Any intelligent Southern man who wm 
1860 would have been asked to state the certain 
consequences of the failure of the Rebe lion 
promptly enumerated: 1. The 
emancipation of the slaves; 2. Their enfran- 
ehisemeut as citizens, clothed with the right of 
suffrage; 3. An invasion of white adventurers 
intent on spoliation; 4. The political union of 
the negroes and these adventurers, to the op- 
preesion of the whites and the impoverishment 
of the South. In taking up arms the Southern 
people discounted the future with a knowledge 
that a failure on their part included all these 
calamities. We do not mean to sav that 
these are punishments justly inflicted, 
but we do say that they are the natural 
consequences forced alike upon the Noril: 
and the South, for whith there is no adequate 
remedy save such as may be develuped iu the 
course of time. The States of Delaware, Mary- 
land, Missouri, and Kentucky were forcibly 
kept out of the Rebellion, and, though their 
slave population was made free, the autonomy 
of their State and local 
preserved.

Virginia has by wise and judicious 
management, and by virtue of a white majority, 
escaped many of the more grievous disasters 
that have overtaken other States. Georgia, after 
a long struggle, has recovered from her prostra- 
tion, as have North Carolina and Texas. It is 
not likely that these States will again be dis- 
turbed. Arkansas is in a fair way to a restored 
free and stable Government. In South Carolina, 
Alabama, Mississippi, and Louisiana, thinlv-dis- 
guised anarchy reigns for the time.

1871-1374. 
Three years ago to-day, Chicago was called 
upon, without warning, to face the most dis- 
astrous emergency that bas ever occurred in the 
history of any city in this land. The wave of 
fire which the local historians followed “ from 
block to block,” and subsequently recorded so 
graphically in pages which may now be had 
cheap for cash, swept out of existence the 
whole bnsiness centre of the city, and a very 
material portion of the residence quarter. 
Three years ago to-morrow, Chicago found 
herself without any banks, insurance of- 
ficesa, wholesale houses, Chamber of Com- 
merce, first-class hotels, newspaper offices 
places of amusement, libraries, and pic- 
ture-galieries. Her commission merchants 
were temporarily reduced to a flour-barrel and. 
a board. Her lawyers were without libraries. 
Her ministers preached in the open air. Her 
people had iost all but their determination, 
which the fire could not consame. There

They have 
not only survived the great fire, but they have 
survived the panie of 1873, which was worse 
than the fire, for it depressed business and 
impaired confidence, and the supplementary 
fire of 1574, which, after the insurance 
flurry has blown over, will prove to have 
been a blessing to the city, however disastrous 
it may have been to individuals. Immediately 
afver the great lire, cautious, conservative men 
came to the conclusion that the city had been 
put back a quarter of acentary. Hopeless men 
saw no help for ha!facentury. The most san- 
guine thought it would take at least ten years 
to recover. Ouly three years, however, have 
passed, and duriug this time the record shows a 
steady growth, The waste places have been 
covered. Business men have better offices aud 
stores than ever before,

The expense is not great, and the reduction in 
insurance premiums would pay for their erec- 
tion in a short time. 

Among the other recommendations of the Con- 
venliou Committees are: 

1. That the engines should be kept always in 
such order that they can be manned and be 
ellicient at a moment's notice. 

2. That Chiefs should have supreme control of 
their men. ‘This control is necessary to secure 
thorough discipline and insure the greatest 
efliciency of the Department. 

8. That standing ladders should be erected on 
all public buildings, large manufactories, hotels, 
etc. 

4. That iron shutters should come into general 
use. on warehouses, factories, etc.; aud that 
shutters, above the first story, should be provid- 
ed with fasteuings accessible from the ouiside, 
in order that flremen might opeu them speedily. 

5. That, in ali cities with a population of 250,- 
000 inhabitants and upwards, the mains should 
not be less than 12 inches in diameter. Chicago 
is not the only city in which the mains are too 
small. The Committee of the Convention on 
Water-Supply reported that the supply of water 
in almost every city ia inadequate. 

6. That in the mercantile portions of cities 
battliement walls of brick or other fire-proof 
material should he constructed at least 5 feet 
above the roof, with hose openings 25 feet apart 
and 3 fect above the roof. 

7. That there should be to every three engines 
oue truck with six or ten ladders. 

8. That relief engines are a necessity, and 
should aiwavs be kept in order. 

9. That cities should forbid the erection of 
buildings of such height that their roofs are 
out of the reach of the fire apparatus. 

10. That only competent machinists should be 
employed as eugineers of steam fire-engines. 

li. That paid fire departments be organized in 
all cities and towns. 

Besides these recommendations of Committees, 
the Convention adopted a resolution commend- 
ing to local governments the enactment of 
ordinances providing that in the purchase of 
hose the quality should be the best, and that the 
lowest bidder should be ignored. 

There is not a suggestion among all those 
made by the Committees which does not recom- 
meud itself to the good sense of the pubiic, and 
which Chicago would not do well to adopt 
where it has not already. The only thing for us 
now todo is to regain whatever confidence we 
have lost by the steady improvement of otr Fire 
Department. Weshould endeavor, to the full 
extent of our ability, to offset our liability to 
conilagrationus by the superiority of our appli- 
ances fof preventing them, and of coping with 
them when they come.

The bitterness and persona! hatred growing 
out of a conflict of rai’road inteiests at the 
South has culminated in a ludicrous arrest, orig- 
inating ina gory determination on the part of 
two prominent men to perforate one another ac- 
cording to the code which, by some flight of 
fancy, nas been denominated the code of honcr. 


| It is understood that Gen. William Mahone is 


| the reputed agent of Tom Scott, and is said to 


represeaot and protest the railroad interests of 
that gentleman in the South. He is accused, 
whetber rightfully or not, of manipulating 
the Virgiuia Legislature in the  in- 
terests of his employer. Gen. Bradley 
T. Johnson, of Richmond, ie said to be the at- 
torney of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, but 
whether this is the case or not matters little. 
His interest in that road is as keen at all events 
as that of Gen. Mahone. The consequence was a 
very b.tter personal feeling between these two 
valiant persons, both of whom had served in 
the Confederate army. At a primary election 
for Senator, held in Richmond last Monday, 
Gen. Johnson was one of tiree candidates. 
During the day a *‘dodger” was circulated by 
Johnson, headed: *“*Down with Mahone Inter- 
ference,” charging that Mahone was pres- 
ent in the city for the purpose of 
influencing the primary elections. Mahone 
responed witb another *‘dodger,” headed: “A 
Desperate Trick of a Desperate Candidate,” de- 
nouncing Johnson and denying the statements 
made by him. On learning that Johnson was 
the author of the first dodger, Mahone addressed 
him as note inquiring whether he was personally 
responsible for it. Johnson replied defiantly 
that he not only wrote it, but was busily circu- 
lating it. Mahone therefore challenged him to 
fight a duel, and a meeting was arranged to take 
place on the Eastern Shore of Maryland. Both 
parties left Richmond. Johnson went down the 
Potomac, Mahone went by way of Norfolk. 
This spoiled the sport of widow and orphan- 
making, for the Mavor of Norfolk, act- 
ing on advices from Richmond, deliberately 
arrested the belligerent Mahone, and let him 
cool his heels and patch his wounded honor as 
best he might in a police-station, until he could 
give a bond of $10,000 not to fight a duel with 
Gen. Johuson or any other gorily inclined per- 
son in the State of Maryland for one year. And 
so ended the duel. ~

THE OPERA. 
Any presentation of those remarkable comedy 
characters which Beaumarchais first gave to the 
world, and of the ever fresh and beautiful mnszic 
with which Mozart has set the comedy, is none 
the iess notable. ‘* The Marriage of Figaro” is 
one of those grand and enduring works of art 
which can never grow old, but every time it is 
given discloses new beauties. It immediately 
preceded *‘ Don Giovanni” in the year 1786, and 
its autograph reads: *“*‘Le Nozze di Figaro’ 
(Die Hochzeit des Figaro), opera buffa in 4 acta. 
Text after Beaumarchais’ Comedy (* Le Mariage 
de Figaro’). by Lorenzo da Ponte.” Jt was 
first performed on May 1, 1736, in Vienna, and 
the cast ou that occasion was as follows:

It was not until eighty-three years after this 
event that Chicago heard for the first time ** The 
Marriage of Figaro.” On the 9th of November, 
1869, Parepa-Rosa, “‘the stainless lady of the 
matchless voice” (will her place ever be filled 
again ?), produced it for the firat time in Engiish 
in this country, and the iirst time in any lan- 
guage in Chicago. It was a remarkable per- 
formance, and the old Crosby Opera-House, 
which knew so many memorable opera nighits, 
was crowded. Our readers may like to recall the

ion of the same role last season. Eachi 
new character which ehe has thus far as 
sumed shows this peculiarity. in Lucia 
Martha,and Susanna, three widely different roles 
she has shown remarkable versatility of talent 
and remarkable dramatic improvement over the 
fame personations in past seasons. Her voice 
Was as bright and as beauntiful as ever, and in the 
long and involved finale of the second act, with 
its cross’ tempos, which were made even more 
difficult and trying by the clumsy work of the 
orchestra, by the want of balance between the 
quartette and trio, and the unsteadiness of 
some of the siugers, she held herself superb- 
ly. Mrs. Van Zandt, although somewhat 
cold and stiff in beraction, sang her part very 
nicely, and in the zephyr duo with Kellogg, both 
in quantity and quality of voice, blended ad- 
mirably. But why the cadenza? It is pretty 
enough, but it entirely changes the character of 
the music, and 1s so abrupt that it jars upon one 
after the deliciously smooth and tlowing molody. 
We see no good purpose im its use ; on the other 
hand, it hurts tae duo. Mrs. Seguin’s 
Cherubino, one of her best parts, 8 80 
well known, and has been represevted 
here so many times, that we need only say that 
it Was as rollicking and exuberant as ever, For 
quiet, impish misehief if has scarcely an equal on 
the lvric stage. Hersinging also was as exccl- 
lent as ever, and she carried oiY her ensiomary 
encore for the “ Thoueht cannot reach thee,” 
which, it seemed to us, she sang more arlistical- 
ly than ever’ before. .It is only truth to say 
that the other parte were not what 
they should have been. Mr. Peakes, 
notwithstanding he possesses undoubted com- 
edy talent, has very little idea of the airy and 
volatile ‘igaro. The lghtness and gaicty and 
abandon of the original are poorly represented 
in bis naturally heavy manner. Mr. Carleton 
also has rather meagre ideas of the Count, and, 
ia fact, did not seem to be sufficientiy familiar 
with the character to conceal his nervousness. 
The result was, that some of the concerted 
numbers went rather unsteadily, and, as the 
minor parts were cast to rather light voices; the 
effect was weakened by want of balance where 
every voice ehonid have been a telling one. Ali 
this, however, may well be and pot detract from 
the excellence of this troupe, for ** The Maniage 
of Figaro” is not clild’s play, and every part 
was written as if for a leadingertist. The 
orchestra was accountable for many misdemean- 
ors and much inkarmonious plaving, which, per- 
haps, mieht have been avoided if the conductor 
had infused a little more life and vigor into his 
leading.

A bumper house greeted Lawrence Barrett at 
the Acatemy of Music Wednesday evening when 
Hhakspeare’s masterpiece of 
passion, “‘hing Lear,” the grandest tragedy 
ever composed. The circumstance was flatter- 
ing as nyvuch to the actor as to the audience, for 
“King Lear” is a stranger to us, and no adver- 
tising bas recent!y familiarized it to the people. 
If any one of Shakspeare’s dramas demands 
genius it is this. Abundant in tragic grandeur 
and in pathos unparaileled, a feeble cast, or 
even a feeble Lear, would scatter it in ruins. It 
can boast the finest passages to be found 
| range of the great author’s works. Iis 
pathos and dramatic force are beyond anything 
ihe English language can boast. Its grandeur 
is simpie anditse mood majestic. There is noth- 
ing in itewhich calls for artifice. Trickery quails 
before the fervid elo puehce of its boundless pas- 
rion, and no wouder that artists besitate to risk 
their reputation in personating the leading char- 

eter. Lear is sublime in his most potent mo- 
ments; his sorrows shake the soul. ‘The events 
of the tragedy are harrowing, and the climax is 
at once terribie and grand.

His make-up was astonishingly good, and the 
ensemble of the personation worthy of high 
praise. With a limited expericnce in the puart, 
Myr. Barrett has accomplished much, and, with a 
piudy directed to the more pathetic and intense 
eituacions, will, without doubt, achieve a lasting 
reputetion in the role. 

His support was good beyond expectation. 
Mr. Lane’s #dgar was a very forcible and ingen- 
ious representation, worthy of an actor of uu- 
usual experie The test scene of the 
art is in the third act, and here Mr. Lane wags 
as fertile in ** ®asiness” as could be desired. It 
is not a part that every actor can play, and to 
master ils iutgicacies demands application of no 
ordinary degrée, 

Mir. Meredrth, as Edmund, possessed a figure 
of the most admirable quality, and a voice aa 
potent a8 bis appearance. Unfoitunately in the 
study of thé part Mr. Meredith is wanting. He 
atitempts to draw with too free ahand. His 
lines are stamped with too much energy and too 
liitie diseretion. #dmund is a great part, and 
worthy of untiring study, and Mr. Meredith 
would do well to soften and subdue his repre- 
seutation. ‘Lhere are lights aud shades of which 
ho kuows nothing, and this is what he shouid 
know and ponder over uutil the thoughts of the 
author found some little echo in the actor's 
imagination. 

Vic. Sutton, as the Duke of Kent, was admir- 
able.

Tiough not especially gifted in form or feature, 
she renders the part with vigor, aud, in contrast 
even with the sweeping energy of the frantic 
Lear, is strong and self-contained. 

Miss Craig was sulfering last evening from a 
severe gold, and her voice, whose natura! qual- 
ity issweet and attractive, was hoarse, and per- 
haps searcely audible in remote portions of the 
house. Her presence, however, is very pre- 


possessing, and we hope to see her under more 


favorable circumstances. 

The remainder of the cast was equal in gen- 
eral excellence to those members of the com- 
pany we have specified. So complete a repre-

In large districts of country in several Norih- 
western States, the frasscoppers destroyed tne 
entire crops of the tarmers. Five or six months 
of winter are to be encountered by those people, 
who are without food for man or beast. They 
are white people, farming on their own account, 
and, for the most part, doing their own work. 
Much cf their stoek must perish during tho win- 
ter, for want of provender.- What survives will 
be unfit for food, or for work next spring. The 
condition ef those eeop!e appeals tothe sympa- 
thy of every one who feels an interest in the 
welfare of his fellow-man. Yet the Generai 
Government Las proposed no measures of relief, 
—inuch less provided relief. 

A limited portion of this Sonthern country 
was overtiowed by the Aiabama, Bigbee, and

‘ther, nine out of every ten of the blacks en- 
caved in cultivating these lauds were in the em- 
ploy of white planters, who, by their contracts, 
supplied the black with food, stock, aud imple- 
ments. The blacks lived in the houses of their 
émplovers, and the losses sustained fell upon 
the latter. Yet, ai the instanee of Radical Con- 
gresemen, to whom all these fact ere well 
known, Congress appropriated %100,000 to feed 
the **destitute”’ degroes of that overilowed re- 
eron? Nor is this all. As we have said, the 
overtiow occurred carly in the spring. An aver- 
ase crop has since been made, and yet the Gov- 
ernment supplies are only now being distributed! 
And in many instances 1t is being dealt out to 
negroes who never saw the overflow!

clergyman. butallof this has been forgiven, 
forgoiwten, condoned by Piymouth Church, That 
body means to continue its 
Ward Beecher. His reception on Friday evening 
aud at the Sunday service ye esterday shows that 
he is as much the Messiah of the new religion of

Obligatory civil marriage will, as is known, be 
introduced into Piussia on the ist of October. 
‘* The publication of the bans having to precede 
the marriage by a fortnight, and that announce- 
ment having to be made by functionaries; ap- 
pointed for the purpose under the new law, but 
whose mission does not commence until the lst 
prox., the consequence is that no marriage can 
be solemuized in Prussia from the lst to the 15th 
of October. In order to remedy that state of 
things, which in some special cases might have 
some inconvenience, the proposal was made that 
the publication of the bans by the ministers of 
the various creeds should be declared valid until 
the 15th of October.” The superior authority 
did net think proper to accord that demand.

piety.  Congregationalists must be graud 
Christians to be good churchmen, We would, 
therefore, say, ‘Christ first, Christ last, Chris: 
aii the time.’” ‘This principle was beantifully 
illustrated through all the meetings in the 
Christian 'ove evinced by the brethren towards 
each other and towards all otber Chr.stians. The 
man who saw the Christian courtesy and con- 
sideration so prominent in all the debates, 
and the warm hand-shaking at meeting and 
parting, must ceufess that Coogregationaliats

All this is very practical and encouraging, but 
there is still need for a vast amount of work in 
the South, among the colored people, who are 
only too ready to practice the vices of their 
late white masters, with a supplemental stock of 
their own. Intemperance is the prevailing and 
most destructive sin among them. at present, 
and this 1s really fostered and encouraged by 
some of the ignorant andirresponsible colored 
preachers, who are toofond of the fiery liquid 
themselves. Quite a mission-work is being car- 
ried on among the poor whites who reside among 
the mountains of East Tennessee. It was pro- 
posed to appropriate $3,000 for the support of 
these various missions ;. but, on sccouni of some 
objection, the matter was referred to the Repie- 
sentatives for consideration.
